Libby and William Shapiro, owners of 
the gray automobile which took the 
murderers to the scene of the shoot­ 
ing are said to be in possession of in­ 
formation which they propose to re­ 
veal to the district attorney that will 
indicate that the police system was 
responsible for the plot to make away 
with Rosenthal. 
Shapiro and Tabby say that the car 
was hired by telephone by Jack Rose, 
a gambler, who, wit Ii two other men, 
one of whom is known by the name of 
Itzke, boarded the automobile shortly 
before midnight and were taken up­ 
town. 
On the way Shapiro said ho 
picked lip one or I wo other men. 
Shapiro’s story of what 
happened 
thereafter is being reserved for the 
district attorney. 
Meanwhile detective- are search­ 
ing for Jack Rose, who is said to be 
a friend of Lieutenant Charles Beck­ 
er, the judice officer Rosenthal in­ 
volved in Iii- charges of police graft­ 
ing.

Washington, July 18.—There is $20,- 
000 that ought to be devoted to some 
worthy branch of the Republican par­ 
ty, unless General T. Coleman Dupont 
of Delaware has changed his mind. 
General 
Dupont 
wanted 
to 
i 
this $20,000 to President Taft * v .a 
paign in 1908, but F. H. Hitchcock, 
then chairman of the Republican n a­ 
tional committee, declined to accept it 
and turned the money back on General 
Dupont because the federal govern­ 
ment happened to be suing the powder 
trust, owned largely by the Dupont3. 
General Dupont, however, declined to 
turn this $20,000 back into the gen­ 
eral current of his funds and deposited 
It as an amount that had been dedi­ 
cated by him to the Republican cause. 
Mr. Hitchcock told alxiut this Du­ 
pont incident while testifying before 
the senate committee that Is investi­ 
gating campaign 
contributions. 
He 
added that the Dupont case was the 
only one where they refused a contri­ 
bution in specific terms. 
The figures which Mr, Hitchcock 
gave the senate committee of the cam­ 
paign of 1908 corresponded exactly 
with the totals flied at Albany under 
the campaign publicity law. 
The na­ 
tional committee collected $1,655,581, 
and of this amount $G20,150 was turn­ 
ed over directly to the state commit­ 
tee and used in the states without 
passing through the headquarters of 
the national committee. 
Mr. Hitch­ 
cock explained the machinery through 
which the Republican national com­ 
mittee, under his leadership, collected 
its fund and said the committee dur­ 
ing the Taft campaign had received 
very few large contributions.
